west at right angles to Ihe river and Is 300 
feet long and 52 feet wide.

The dve house is located on the 
south end of the picker house, and is io 
dimensions 74x50 feet and two stories 
high.

The wheel house is 30 by 40 feet, and

It contains two Hercules 
outer wheels, that will furnish sufficient 
motive power for the present. The mill 
with all connecting buildings is of brick, 
with stone trimmings. All but the tower 
have fiat roofs covered with tar and grav- 
el. Some idea of the magnitude of the 
plant may be gained by the statement 
that the buildiogs contain over 270 win- 
dows. There are seven exits. The towei 
is 79 feet high, and contains an iron water 
tauk with a capacity of 10,000 gallonsand 
a wooden tank holding 1,500 gallons. This 
gives ample and admirable water service 
tor lire purposes. The tower also contains

There is also a second fire-proof stairway 
in the north-east corner of the mill. Auto- 
matic eliding fire doors are provided on 
all the inner entrances, so that a possible 
flre cannot go from oneroom of the build- 
Ing into another. 
The timber 
used 


throughout is of Georgia hard pine. 
The 


floors are 4 inch spruce plank covered 
with maple flooring. A portion of the 
first floor, where the wet dressing will 
be done, is laid with cement. 
The dye- 


house floor is laid with spaces left for 
water to drip through, and concrete be- 
neath. 


A shaft tunnel, 13 by 48 feet, and 7 feet 


high, coven d with brick arches, runs 
under the dye house to the sheave pit. 
Everything about the building is con- 
structed in the most substantial manner. 
The mill is heated by the Sturtevant 
steam hot blast apparatus, which consists 
of brick subterranean flues connecting 
with upright flues similar to chimneys 
built in the walls of buildings. 


Through these the hot air is forced into 


the rooms by a rapidly revolving fan, 
seven feet In circumference. The various 
buildings are separated 
by flre-proof 


brick walls extending three feet above 
the roof capped by cast Iron coping. 


The mill is lighted by 600 incandescent 


lights. The Mather Company furnishes 
the dynamo, machinery and wires and the 
Germania lamp Is used. 


The architects are Lockwood, Green & 


Co., 131 Devonshire street, Boston, who 
built the Old Town mill and also the 
Lockwood mills at Waterville, Me. They 
have been represented here by Mr. W. P. 
Snow, whose duty has been to see that 
(he work Is being done according to the 
plans and speculations. 
Provision has 


been made for doubling the capacity of 
^he milt in the future.
